LONDON,  July  14. — The  note  of  the  British  Government  to 
Soviet  Russia  agreeing  to  continue  negotiations  for  a  resumption  of 
trade  relations',  proposing  an  armisticTe  between  Soviet  Russia  and 
Poland,  and  ajso  between  the  Soviet  forces  and  General  Wrangel. 
lanti-Bolshevilci  commander  in  the  Crimea,  was  read  in  the  House  to- 
■day  by  Mr.  Andrew  Bonar  Law,  the  Government  spokesman.  The 
I  note  takes  cognizance  of  tly  acceptance  by  the  Russian  Soviet  Gov- 
'crnment  of  the  principles  in  the  British  memorandum  of  July  i,  and 
agrees  to  the  resumption  of  negotiations  for  definite  trade  relations 
fas  soon  as  the  Russian  delegates  return  to  England.  Then,  propos- 
ing an  armistice  with  Poland,  the  note  said:  .^ 

"The  British  Government  is  anxious  to  restore  peace  throughout 
"^EUFope,  and  thereTofc^^prpposes  Tfie^  f oFlowing^rangement  : 

"That  an  immediate  armistice  be  signed  between  Poland  and 
iSovlet  Russia,  under  which  hostilities  shall  be  suspended.  That  the 
terms  of  this  armistice  provide  that  on  the  one  hand,  the  Polish  army 
ishall  withdraw  to  the  lines  provisionally  laid  down  last  year  by  the 
Peace  Conferelice  as  the  eastern  boundary  to  which  Poland  is  entitled 
to  establish  a  Polish  administration. 

"On  the  other  hand,  the  armistice  should  provide  that  the  army 
of  Soviet  Russia  should  stand  at  a  distance  of  fifty  kilometres  east  of 
this  line.  In  Eastern  Galicia  each  army  will  stand  on  the  line  they 
occupy  at  the  date  of  the  signature  of  the  armistice. 

"That  aa  soon  as  possible  thereafter, 
a  conference  aittlnr  under  the  auspices 
of  the  peace  conference  shall  assennble 
In  ^ondon.  to  be  attended  by  repr«- 
s«ntatlves  of  Soviet  Russia,  Poland. 
X.ithuania,  L.etvla  and  Finland,  with 
the  object  of  negotlatinf  a  final  peace 
between  Rus«;a  and  Us  nelrhborins 
■tates.  Representatives  of  Eastern 
O&HcIa  also  would  be  Invited  to  L.on- 
don  to  state  their  case.'* 

The  note  said  the  armistice  with  Qen. 
WraMel  ahoiild  be  on  th«  basis  that 
Wrapcat  retire  Immediately  to  the 
Crimea,  and  that  durln*  thre  armistice 
Oils  must  b«  a  neutral  zone.  Wransel 
would  be  invited  to  London  to  discusa 
the  future  of  his  troops  and  of  tha 
refugees  under  bis  proteotloa,  il^l 
would  not  be  a  m«mber  of  the  confer 
ince.

SPOKANE.  July  14.— Farm  build- 
ings were  demolished,  oreharde  w«re 
uprooted,  wheat  was  washed  dway. 
several  farm  buildings  in  Wa^lng- 
ton  State  College  at  Pullman  were 
destroyed  and  other  di^mage  was  dene  > 
by  a  wind  and  rain  storm  in  the 
Palouse  section  of  Southeast  Wash- 
ington last  evening,  which  for  a  time 
cut  off  communication  and  led  to 
reports  of  fatalities  at  Moscow, 
Idaho,  and  at  Pullman.  No  lives 
were  lost,  however,  although  two 
men  on  the  State  College  farm  at 
Pullman    were    slightly    injured. 

The  poultry  buildings,  sheep,  horse 
and  bull  barns  at  Washington  State 
College  were  destroyed,  causing  a 
loss  estimated  at  860,000.  A  portion 
of  the  Northern  Paeifie  tracks  in 
fronfr  of  the  Pullman  station  were 
washed'  out,  and  on  Union  Flat,  four, 
miles  west  of  Pulljnan.  it  is  report^ed 
a  wall  of  water  ten  feet  high  swept 
down  the  narrow  valley,  carrying 
everything   in   its   path. 

Several  families  had  narrow  es- 
capes from  drowning.  An  inch  'and 
a  half  of  rain  fell  in  16  minutes  at 
Colfax,  Wash.,  and  the  water  did 
conetderable  damage  to  buildings  and 
farms.  ' 

At  Wawawai;  16  miles^  west  of 
Pullman,  many  orchards  were  de- 
stroyed, reports  said,  adding-  that 
boulders  and  gravel  were  deposited 
several  feet  deep  on  some  of  the  best 
land.  Pullman's  lighting  syvtem 
was  out  of  commission  for  several 
hours. 

^ewiston.  Idaho,  also  was  in  the 
path  of  the  storm,  as  was  Winona, 
where  four  houses  were  washed 
away.  Trouble  at  the  Asotin  Creek 
powei^  plant  put  the  lighting  system 
of  Lewlston  out  of  commleston.  A 
train  was  stalled  by  the  rush  of 
water. 

Rushing  water  which  overtaxed 
the  sewers  caused  overflows  into 
basements  of  numerous  business 
houses  in  Spokane,  causing  lomea  to 
stocks  which  have  not  yet  been  es- 
timated. 

Telephone  line*  throughout  the 
city  were  put  out  of  bommlsslon  by 
the  lightning,  which  also  burned  out 
the  lights  In  hundreds  of  resi- 
dences.

Dr.  Bscalier, 
who  has  been  a  resident  here  for  sev- 
eral years,  was  ptesidentlaJ  candidate 
of  his  party  In  1917,  and  opposed 
Jose  Gutierrez  Guerra,  who  has  been 
ousted  from  control  and  imprisoned. 
The  revolution  In  Bolivia,  If  suc- 
cessful, seems  likely  to  change  the 
complexion  of  South  American  inter- 
national politics.

FARMERS'  COUNCIL 
WANTS  WHEAT  BOARD 


WLVNIPEG,  July  14.— No  decision 
was  reached  by  the  Canadian  Council 
of  Agriculture  as  the  result  of  a 
morning's  discuasion  of  proposed 
plans  of  organlaatlon  for  the  next 
federal  election,  and  the  subject  is 
being  continued  this  afternoon.  No 
statement  was  given  out  at  the  close 
of  the  morning  session,  but  it  is 
known  that  much  consideration  la 
belnp  given  the  question  'of  how  best 
to  demonstrate  the  voting  strength 
of  the  organized  farmers,  whether  by 
forming  a  Dominion-wide  political 
council  to  organize  the  campaign,  or 
by  forming  in  each  Province  a  politi- 
cal body  which  will  have  control  6f 
the  Provincial  organization  and  work 
with  similar  bodies  in  the  other  Pro- 
vinces. 

A  formal  resolution  was  passed  this 
mornlnir  requesting  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment "Immediately  to  reappoint 
the  existing  Canadian  Wheat  Board 
for  the  purpose  of  markeUng  the 
wheat  crop  of  1920." 

It  is  set  out  that  the  council  wished 
it  distinctly  understood  "that  they  ex- 
pect the  Wheat  Board  will  do  exactly 
what  it  has  done  in  the  marketing  of 
the  1919  crop,  namely,  to  secure  for 
the  producers  as  nearly  as  possible 
the  full  world  market  value  for  their 
wheat,  without  exacting  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  producer  any  special  advan- 
tage from  th«  consuming  public."

Those   persons  may   be   described   as 
men  and  women  who  cherish  the  old 
conception  that  the  King's  highways 
are  yet  what  they  were  originally  de- 
signed for  and  proclaimed  to  be,  the 
property    of    the    "common    people," 
and  that^lowly  pedestrians,  therefore, 
have  the  right    of    way    upon    them. 
There  is  a  principle  Involved  in  this 
belief  akin^  to  that  of  which  we  hear 
and  read  so  much  in  these  latter  days, 
that   "the  Englishman's  house  is  his 
castle."     That   Idea   still   survives   In 
Canada,  although  with  the  march  of 
so-called  reforn{  there  may  be  some 
danger  that  It  will  eventually  be  de- 
clared by  a  majority  of  the  .people  to 
be  obsolete.

'^Songe  ot  the  members"  is  said 
advisedly,  because  one  or  two  were 
conspieuous  by  their  absence,  amonir 
them  Reeve  Watson,  despite  the  fact 
that  he  %  chairnian  of  the  •commit- 
tee. Yesteiylay  moroins  he  gave  no- 
tice that  lie  did  not  propose  to  attend 
•the  meeiing.  All  thiiough'.  the  period 
of  hostility  between  the  two  munici- 
pallticB,  as  .1, result  of  the  Elk  Lake 
scheme.  Reeve  Watson  has  held  out 
against  resumption  of  friendly  rela- 
tions with  the  city  members  until 
they  apologized  for  statements  that 
Saanich  had  deliberately  repudiated 
the  Elk  Lake  agreement  after  it  had 
been  signed.

««ya  The   Prince   Rupert   News. 

The  run  on  sockeye  on  Smith's  In- 
let, he  says.  is  exceedingly  •  good, 
salmon  gill-net  flshermen  averagingr 
sixty-flve  to  the  boat,  prospects  are 
excellent  and  climatic  conditions'  are 
iiil  that  could  be  de.«lrcd.  The  can- 
ners  Have  packed  greatly  In  excess  of 
last  year,  about   l.'io   boats  operating. 

The  same  remarks  apply  to  Rivers 
Inlet,  the  average  Is  about  thlrty-flve 
to  the  boat,  and  about  780  boats 
operating.  The  Sockeye  run  about  ten 
to  the  ca.'!e,  which  .shows  how  large 
the  sockeye  are.  This  la  an  excellent 
indication   for   a  good   run. 

The  same  conditions  a,\so  apply  to 
Namu  and  Bella  Bella,  where  the 
salmon  gill-net  fl.«hernien  are  averag- 
ing about  forty-five  to  the  boat.  The 
pur.se  and  drag  seines  are  doing  very 
Utile,  salmon  are  l.jte  arriving  at  the 
creeks.  and\»n  arrival  proceed  up  to 
the  spawning  ground?. 

The  run  of  Spring  salmon  at  Bella 
Coola  was  most  encouraging  and  gill- 
nei  fliihermen.  have  done  exceedingly 
well  flnuncially.  "The  run  of  sockeye 
i«,  good,  averaging 'about  thirty  to  the 
boat.  The  run  of  sockeye  at  tho 
Lowe  Jniet  creeks  has  been  lig^t  and 
the  drag  and  purse  seines  have  not 
nmde  any  good  catches.  The  ^n  Is 
late  and  until  the  last  two  or  thr-je 
.la.vs  the  climatic  conditions  ha.ve 
been  unfavorable,  but  now  reports  of 
the   run   are    Improving. 

On  the  Skeena  River  the  run  this 
year  is  reported  as  being  better  than 
I'.as  been  the  oa.se  for  the  last  five 
years.  On  July  6  the  run  averaged 
fifty  fish  per  boat.  .July  7  alxty-fivc 
per  boat  and  on  July  8  forty  per  boat.

Louie  Downie  pleaded  not  guilty 
in  the  City  Police  Court  yesterday  to 
retaining  possession  0%  certain  prop- 
erty of  David  Spencer,  Limited, 
knowing  the  same  td  be  stolen.  Items 
mentioned  in  the  charge  included 
seven  shirts,  three  pairs  of  silk 
socks  and  six  cloth  caps.  The  evi- 
dence adduced  by  the  prosecution 
proved  very  unsatisfactory  to  the 
mind  of  Magistrate  Jay,  who  did  not 
call  on  the  accused  to  give  evidence, 
and  who  said  that  not  only  was 
there  no  evidence  that  the  goods  had 
been  stolen,  but  it  had  not  even  been 
shown  that  the  articles  had  been 
missed  from  the  complainant's  store. 
His  Honor  said  he  would  remand  the 
case  until  today,  for  further  consid- 
eration. 

A  feature  of  the  case  was  the  fact 
that  the  accused  conducted  his  own 
defence  with  marked  ability,  and 
scored  a  point  when  he  taxed  a  wit- 
ness for  the  prosecfftion  with  having 
been  promised  Immunity  from  a 
pending  charge  of  vagrancy  if  he 
would  testify  against  the  accused. 
Additional  emphasis  was  given  to  this 
boint  by  the  fact  that  at  the  conclu- 
sion of  the  hearing  the  said  witness 
was  called  in  court  to  answer  to  a 
remanded  charge  of  vagrancy.  Al- 
though he  had  been  giving  evidence 
only  a  few  moments  previously,  it 
was  announced  in  court  that  the 
man    could    not    be    found. 

B.  Bowers  said  he  was  employed 
In  the  -  hllberdashery  department  of 
Messrs.  Spencer's  Nanain^o  Store.  He 
could  Identify  two  ehlrt  latwls  that 
were  a  part  of  the  court  exhibit,  but 
the  labels  were  detached  from  the 
shirts.  The  witness  could  only  say 
of  the  rest  of  the  exhibits  that  they 
were  similar  to  articles  cold  by  his 
employers. 

Some  Expensive  Shirt« 

The  magistrate  wanted  to  know 
what  the  witness  meant  by  his  refer- 
ence to  t^e  of  the  shirts  as  eighth 
dollar  shirts.  "What  do  you  mean," 
said  His .  Honor,  "eight  4ollars  a 
doxen,  or  each,  or  what?"  The  wit- 
ness extinguished  the  kindling  hope 
in  the  magistrate's  mind  that  the 
cost  of  living  might  have  suddenly 
come  down  in  the  Up-Island  town 
by  firmly  inkisting  that  he  had  meant 
that  the  shirts  were  eight  dollars 
each.  1 

These  ejqpehslve  shirts  suddenly 
appeared  in  a  moro  moderate  finan- 
cial light,  however,  when  Mrs.  War- 
dale,  who  said  sh^  was  a  wardrobe 
dealer  on  Fort  Street,  took  the 
stand.  The  witness  said  that  the 
accused  had  offered  her  the  shirta 
for  J3.50  the  pair.  She  had  remark- 
ed at  the  time,  she  said,  that  they 
were  new  shirts,  and  had  then  given 
the  accused-  $3.50  for  the  pair  of 
them.  She  had  been  suspicious  as 
to  the.ie  shirts,  she  said,  and  had 
communicated  her  suspicions  to  the 
police. 

Police-Detective  Phipps  testified  to 
arresting  the  accused  in  the  Delhi 
Hotel,  and  to  finding  two  suit  cases 
in  his  room  filled  with  the  court  ex- 
hibit of  haberdashery.

Representatives  of  the  brick  and 
tile  branch  of  the  Victoria  and  Island 
section  of  the  Canadian  Martufactur- 
ers'  Association  waited  upon  the 
Bohool  Board  last  night  and  urged 
that  plans  for  the  North  Park  School 
be  revised  to  provide  for  a  brick 
structure,  instead  of  wooden,  as  pro- 
posed. 

Members  of  the  Board  claimed  that 
the  financial  situation  rendered  it 
impossible  to  alter  the  plans  with- 
out submission  of  a  money  by-law  to 
the  people.  They  suggested,  however, 
that  the  brick  contractors  send  in 
tenders  for  the  work,  » 

The  delegation  was  Introduced  by 
Mr.  T.  J.  Goodlake,  secretary  of  the 
association. 

Mr.  William  I>un«y  said  that.  In 
his  opinion,  all  school  buildings 
should  be  of  a  permanent  nature, 
and  he  contended  that  brick  should 
be  used  as  construction  material.  He 
believed  that  $46,000  would  meet  the 
cost  of  a  satisfactory  scliool  building 
of  ftrlck.

With  nothing  to  show  that  a  com- 
paratively, short  time  ago  she  was 
lying  boUom  up  In  Port  To^nsend 
Bay,  the  steam  schooner  Fred  Bax- 
ter, of  San  Francisco,  is  voyaging 
down  the  coast  with  the  same  cargo 
of  piling  that  she  loaded  last  May 
in  Everett  for  delivery  in  San  Pedro. 
She  steamed  from  -Port*  Townsend 
Sunday  night  after  taking  on  her 
former  deckload. 

Shortly  after  the  middle  of  May  the 
.Baifter  left  Everett  with  her  car»o 
of  pilingr.  Off  Marrowstone  Point  she 
was  caught  in  a  tide  Hp  and  heeled 
to  one  side.  The  hu'ge  samson  posts 
used  m  holding  the  deckload  in  plfoe 
snapped  off  cleay  and  the  vessel  al- 
most capslsed.  She  succeeded  in 
reaching  Port  Townsend  with  a  40- 
degree  list  and  then  turned  over  on 
her  side.  Twelve  hours  later  she 
turned  completely  over.  Under  a  con- 
tract with  the  owners,  the  Washing- 
ton Tug  and  Barge  Company,  of  Se- 
attle, removed  the  deckload  and 
rifhted  the  overturned'  carrier,  tow- 
ing her  to  Seattle.  There  %ihe  was 
restored   to  seaworthy  condition. 

On4he  voyage  down  the  coast  the 
Bazur  will  call  in  Grays  Harbor  to 
tow  the  steam  schooner  Oregon  from

If  other  sugar  producing  cuhntries 
follow  the  example  of  Colombia  and 
Spain,  bdth  of  which  report  big  crops 
for  this  year,  the  pre^nt  augar  short- 
age will  nass  into  the  realm  of  for- 
gotten things,  says  a  Waehiagton  dis- 
patch. The  indications  at  present  are 
that  SpalH  will  produce  more  sugar 
of  the  best  Variety  this  year  than 
ev^r  in  her  history. 

A  representative  of  the  Government 
observing  conditions  in  Colombia  re- 
ports that  it  is  estimated  that  the 
production  of  sugar  there  will  be  20 
per  cent  greatei*  than  that  for  last 
year,  when  a  production  of  «3.400 
sacks  of  125  pounds  each  of  white 
sqgar  and  10.000  sacks  of  150  pounds 
each  of  brown  sugar  was  reported. 
A  new  central  marl<et,  designed  to 
handle  the  increased  yfeld,  is  under 
construction  at  Saurtata  on  the  Atcato 
Rlv^r. 

"Prospects  for  the  sugar  crop  for 
1920  in  Spain."  writes  Commercial  At- 
tache Chester  Lloyd  Jones  from  Ma- 
drid, "ate  reported  to  be  excMleht. 
The  country  is  now  passing  through  a 
period  of  great  scarcity,  with  sugar 
selling  at  retail  at  3.2a  peeetas  per 
kilo  in  Madrid,  and  It  is  only  with 
^reat  difficulty  that  supplies  can  be 
obtained  from  abroad  lo  relieve  tha 
shortage  In  national  production. 

"Due  to  the  prevailing  prices  It  ap- 
pears thjit  plantings  for  the  coml-ig 
year  will  be  of  unusual  stee,  and  the 
sugar  planters  are  looking  forward 
to  a  highly  prosperous  seaaon.  The 
Sociedad  General  Azucarera  and  tho 
independent  sugar  compiles  hav« 
been  contracting  -for  beels  at  high 
prices,  and  It  la  expected  that  tho 
coming  sugar  crop  will  exceed  any 
which  have  been  harvested  In  the 
land.  Plantings  In  Aragone  and  Rioja 
have  reached  an  unusual  extension. 
and  It  is  estimated  that  the  Socieda.l 
General  Asucarera  will  be  able  to 
krind  enough  beets  to  produce  90.000 
tons  of  sugar.  This,  for  Spain,  is  an 
extraordinary  amount,  since  the  entire 
1919-1920  crop  hardly  reached  86.000 
tons. 

"Present  indications  point  to  a  sur- 
plus of  Spanish  sugar  fdr  export  in 
1920.l«2l.  and  if.the  high  prices 
which  now  dbtain  throughout  the 
world  continue,  this  will  be  an  un- 
usually prosperous  year  fo^  the  sugar 
4aduBtry  of  Spain."  ^    '

HOW  TO  DRY  FRUITS 

Ctovenuneat  Offers  to  Tell  TKose  In- 
terested How  to  M«ke  Drten 

The  United  SUtes  Department  of 
Agri<?ulture,  which  has  made  a  study 
of  t^e  best  types  of  food  driers  for 
home  use,  j;>oints  out  that  the  pur- 
chase of  expensive  factory-made 
driers  for  fruUs  and  vegeUbles  often 
calls  for  an  expenditure  of  several 
times  the  amount  necessary  to  obtain 
a  good  drier  of  either  the  homc-mnde 
or  factory-made  type.  The  depart- 
ment has  lud  its  attention  called  to 
one  drier  new  on  the  market  selling 
at  a  price  about  five  times  what  it 
would  cost  {a  construct  a  satisfactory 
substitute  at  home.  While  the  in- 
terest which  gardeners  are  evcry^vhere 
manifesting  in  Increased  food  produc- 
tion should  result  in  increased 
use  of  driers.  the  department 
believea  that  a  large  money  ex- 
penditure for  such  equlpmont  ordi- 
narily is  not  necerwry. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  who  p.^efer 
to  make  their  own  driers  the  depart- 
ment has  published  for  free  distrlbi-- 
tlon  pamphlets  coritalning  d««tailed[ 
information  on  the  eubjoot.  One  of 
the  driers  recommended  W  metal 
covered  and  is  ueelgned  to  stand  on 
a  cook  stove  or  small  furnace.  A  loan 
expensive  cookstovo  drier,  also  recom- 
mended, Is  Ihade  of  lath,  wire  screen, 
and  canvas  or  heavy,  unbleached  mus- 
lin. With  either  cf  these  articles 
much  of  the  garden's  surpi\M  can  be 
conserved  for  Winter  uw.  thus  ma- 
t*rlally  reducing  the  food  bills  for  the 
coming  months.
